trie lines," Bartlett said, "and 
we want to be sure that boys 
and girls have fun from kite­
flying without any of the dan­ 
gers resulting from carelessness.
Thece are only four rules .for 
kite safety, which -all youngsters 
should remember:
1. Ply kites in open fields away

from electric lines and other
avtrhead obstructions."

2. ?e sure the string is perfect­
ly dry.

3. Never use wire, tinsel or me­
tallic string, or cord that is
damp from rain or fog.

4, If the kite catches in an elec­
tric line, let go of it! Do riot 
try to pull the kite down, but
call the service company own- 
Ing the line, and a lineman
will come. to get the kite.
